Bolra—The fifth” consignment 
of animals collected for the Lon- 
don Zoo by Mr. Cotts, which is also 
the third and largest’ from the: 
Zambezi, {s now at, Belra, to be 
shipped in the Glengorm Caatlo in 
a few days' ‘time, ‘There ore over 
850 live. specimens.. One of the 
moat curious is the wading ‘bird, 
or “stilt,” i4in, high, of which 
lin. ie leg. The bird is black 
and white, with a long bill, and ‘its 
remarkable legs, which‘ are more 
liken stick insect. than-the logs of 
a bird, are red.’ Mr. Cott, who is 
now In Beira with the collection, 
also has a chameleon, 14in. long, 
which, he snys, is the largist he

Among other Interesting Jizarda 
are some monitors, the largest of 
which is 4ft. long, and a beautiful 
smallanlizard with longitudinal 
yellow stripes on a black ground 
which merge at the root of hia tail 
Hnto.a bright sky blue, This ia a 
most interesting novelty. - The col- 
lection has been largely made to 
stock the new’ Reptile House, 
which is now approaching comple- 
tion, and includes over 100 geckos, 
skinks, giant monitors, and other 
lizards..." There are two species of 
cobra, six puff-adders, a green 
mamba, and, about. 25 other. amall 
snakes, many of them polsonous.

Faulty Lamp Signalling. 


A fortnight azo we commented 
on the wise step whieh had been 
taken in erecting a, signallirig- de- 
vice atthe junetion of Salisbury 
and Nathan Roads in Kowloon, so 
that by: means of red. and. green 
lights motorists could be guided 
round this corner with a greater 
degree.of sifety., It would-appear 
however that this lamp. is not 
working #0 satisfactorily as might 
be expected, elther ‘through. faulty 
manipulation..or mechanism, or 
both.

‘After 'the ceremony the dorma is 
‘generally thrown to ‘the evil 
spirits, or with the demons in ‘it,.
